— An evening 
paper publishes the following interview 
held with Frank Melbonme, the ruii 
wiaard, at Canton, O., Monday evening 
Late tbis evening, during a drizzlins 
rain, your CMresiKindent called on Frank 
Mellxuirne. the storm wizard, at 
quarters in the Hotel Yohe. Melbourne, 
who is the bu.-iiest man in Ohio just at 
present, could not be seen at the noor, 
nour, being then engaged in the under 
taking of bringing a storm, he said, and 
too busy to .'!pure time for an interview. 
To the patter of the rain npon the roof, 
the wizard bid the correspondent Im 
seatetl. 

As a prelude to the conversation, and 
no doubt indicative of his powers. Mel. 
bourne jsjinted his flngerupward, where 
the rain was playing a tattoo upon the 
roof, and said: "'This is the rain I was 
advertized to bring. It was booked for 
Tuesday, but, owing to the condition ol 
the atmoephere it came a day soonei 
than was expected. It takes from a day 
to two da\ s to bring a storm. I began 
on Sund«y to stjirt this one. expecting it 
to be here on Tuesday, but you see it 
got arotmd a little in advance." 

"How do you produce these rains ?" 

"That is a sj-cret I hardly dare divulge 
beyond saying it is the iuttision of cer- 
tain chemicals in the air tliruugh a ma- 
chine of my invention." 

"^ow long have you been engaged in 
this occapation?" 

"I began to work on my machine 
twelve yeara ago last September and 
soon after brought the first rain. I was 
then in Australia. I made twelve ex- 
perimenta in Queensland uid New South 
Walea, all of which were snccessfnl. A 
rain can be brought there more nq tidly 
than here, being cloaer to the aea and 
not ao hilly." 

"Tbe formation of the land there has 
something to do with the bringing of a 
rain?" 

"Oh, yea, oooaiderable. The nearei 
to the sea and the more lerel the land 
the sooner a rain oan be started. One 
day waa all the time needed there." 

"Wliat are yonr chargea for bringing 
a real good shower?" 

"Three hondred doBara ia all I ask, 
and that not to be paid antU tbe rain 
ia produced. Thia u much cheapei 
than moat ezperimanta of the Idnd art 
made." 

"How laife a territory can you 
coverr 

"Abont two hundred and fifty thou 
sand square miles." 

"Are your stoima all electrical and 
accompanied hy thnndar and light- 
ning?"^ ^ 

"Mot at all. That depends tipon the 
condition of the atmosphere at the time 
it is produced." 

Mr. Melbonme at this time felt that 
his presence waa raqnired at his oflice. 
where the, rain machine waa then at 
work, and begged to be excused, hand- 
ing tlie oorreepondent the accompanying 
circnlar, whicn, he said, would tlm>w 
some light npon his invention. 

Mr. Melbourne is a rather tall and 
slender man, decidedly nervous and 
thoroughly in earnest regarding his e.v- 
perimentus an actual fact as he regards 
it now. Whether there i< any truth in 
his assertions or not, he is the biggest 
Roman ot them all at present, and niaii- 
jigers of iiiciiii s and ouuloor sports con- 
sult this mod. I ll Oracle before determin- 
ing upon the date. 

STORM IN MISSOURI.

"DEATH VAL LEY" U NDER WATER. 

A Marvel of Mature In Soathen Oall- 
fontla. 

San Fkancisco. July 8.— Tbe state of 

California is adding another to her many 
wonders. The southern portion of the 
state is being traii>foi iiieil into a great 
inland sea. The lale at .Salton. the low- 
est point of the ('■>lora<l'. desert, which 
beifan to form about one v.-eek affo. is 
now avast body of brackish water, thir- 
ty miles lon^- by twelve miles wide, and 
is fed by a stream which flows at a 
speed of four and one-half miles an 
hour. 

There has never been anvthin;; like 
this amount of water at Salton duiin.^ 
the time of the white man, hut the l i- 
dians have a tradition that many lon^i 
years a^o the waters rose in a siinilu:" 
manner iuid drownetl large numbers .<i 
their forefathers. This tr;idifiou is 
thoroughly believed by the deseit 
aborigines, and almost without exc«i»- 
tion they have taken to the hifh IdUs 
surrounding the basin. 

This whole region w'as once under 
water, and the water-line can be seen 
high np the mountain side. Within the 
memory of man, however, it has been 
entirely dry, with the exception of a 
little pool of brackish water at the salt 
works. 

The source of the mysterious inflow of 
water remains a mystery, although the 
general belief is that it comea from a 
break in the banka Of the Colorado 

river near Yuma.

STATE FINANCES. 



Th« Dtfldt Wm Boob Bo Wlpod Out 
Vow hy the Bank Tssos. 



A special from Frankfort says : "That 
the financial affairs of the State of Ken- 
tucky are in good handa can not be 
doubted wtien Treasurer Hale'i itate- 
ment of .the past fiscal year, if read 
and properly considered. 

" He says that the total overdraft 
the Treasury, or, in other words, the 
total deficit, as shown by the books 
of his ofHoe and oonflnned by the books 
of the AtiditorV oftice, i» t,70S <i'.'. 
This deficiency, as it is well known, was 
caused by the reduction of taxes at the 
last sesHion of the I>etrif>lature from 47 1-2 
cents to 42 1-2 cents ou the $100, and by 
the very X&rne amount piiid out for the 
ConBtitutional convention. Unlike the 
money in the United States Treasury, 
'which has been s<|iiaiiilere(I and Stolen, 
the tax-payers uf Kentucky have the 
satisfaction of knowing that though there 
is a deficit in tlir State Treasury the 
money that made up the deficit is still in 
their handa and was not taken from them 

by tlie State, In the rediiceil live cent 
taxes, tu meet the State current expendi- 
tures. 

"Tliis deficit, however, has not in the 
least allcrted tlie creiiit or the honor of 
the State. 'I'iie arrant^enient made with 
the banks by Major Hale with the advice 
and consent of Governor Buckner and 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners has 
not only proved a judicious step to meet 
such emergencies and prevent a delay of 
three or four UKjiiths or more in the pay- 
ment of claims against the State, but it 
has also proved to be a source of revenue 
whieli will more than pay the palaries of 
both the Treasurer and his clerk. At the 
end of the first fiscal six months, ending 
December :n, 1890, the State received in 
interest from the banks $4,832.17. The 
interest credited in six months ending 
.Tune 30, ISHl, was as follows: Farmers' 
J{ank,of Frankfort, $r)00.4t) ; Branch l)ank, 
of Frndkfort, $628.70; State National 
Bank, of Frankfort, $81 ,88 ; First National 
Bank of Mayfield, $53.00. Bfaking the 
total interest for the year ending June 
30, 18U1, $5,m81. 

"The interest charged on overdrafts 
ending .Tiin<' :'.0, isiii, was as follows: 
Farmers' itonk, $834.U(i ; Branch liank, 
t788.32 ; First^ational Bank, $120.02. 

"The net intrrcst realized by the State 
on revenue iu the Treasury for the year 
ending June 80, 1801, was, therefore, $4,« 
263.51. 

" This deficit $224,708.02 will not exist 
very long, forthel)ank8 w ill pay into the 
Treasury within the next four days over 
$1.'>0,0(M), and the SherifBi turn in during 
the same time mere than enouKh to shift 
the balance to the other jside of the ac- 
count, and leave a snrplna by the end of 
the month, on which the intertat will 
again begin to accumulate.]'
